VERDA, Ky., March 1.—Employees' of 
the Harlan-Wallins Coal Company have 
resented the recent press-report in which | 
it wus stated that # twelve-hour shift was | 
worked at Verda, These men aver that a) 
fourteen-hour day is the rule and that six- 
teon-hour shifts are not uncommon. They 
also declare that the actual price paid 
them for loading a ton of coal is ten cents. 
Shott weight and no pay for deadwork 
are the greatest sources of complaint. 

Miners in this camp are nearing the 
limit of their endurance, Some have 
reached the point where it is no’ longer 
possible to purchase wafficient food for 
bare sustenance, most of their earnings 
being checked off for blasting materials 
ete.

Much of the money of which the 
miners are robbed is used to pay these

The strike of the drivers spread to the 
Flathead and Stillwater but no demands 
were won. On the St, Mary's the § hours 
and the $5 were won on a three day strike 
ending April-25, On the 24th the White~ 
fish drive was pulled. Soon other victories 
were won as the men came out ‘thi 
Homestead Creck, Bursel Creek and the 
Enitat River; only 20 minutes was re- 
quired to win on the-Enitat, Wherever 
the men came oyt they built strike camps, 
pooled their fonds for groceries and, where 
victories were won, substantial doi 
were made to those still on strike. 


Repressive measures were used early in 
the strike, Seldiers ‘were brought in by 
the Eureka Lumber Co. to guard the In- 
dians' from the White Earth Reservation 
at the beginning of the strike. There five 
were arrested on the charge that they re- 
fused to go to work, but after a jury 
trial that lasted two days they were ac- 
quitted. (Sol, 382). At Whitefish Fred 
Hegge was held under federal guard from 
the beginning of May for several weeks. 
The strike was spread, finding no dif- 
fieulty in getting a walkout exeept on the 
North Fork of the Coeur d'Alene, (1. W.
